OTTAWA, March 26 
has been torpedoed and s 
and five ratings listed as 


announced last night here 

The corvette, fourth lost since 
D-Day and the 10th since war 
started, was on daylight convoy 
duty and sank in 14 minutes. The 
announcement, however, did not 


give the location of the attack or 
the time of the sinking. Survivors 


were picked up in less than an 
hour 

“The fact that loss of life was so 
Jow in comparison with many other 


sinkings was attributed to the fact 
that all depth charges had been 
made safe and the crew was able 
to get all Carley floats and the 
ship's whaler away before the cor-

The big “heave” has started. It is a 
two-way push. By Saturday morning five 
Allied armies were across the Rhine in 
force, holding bridgeheads from Wesel to 
south of Mainz, a distance of 150 miles or 
more. And in the east, according to enemy 
reports, the Russians had pushed some 
miles west of Kuestrin. 

The Rhine proved to be no serious ob- 
stacle. With sailors to manage the assault 
boats, the troops just paddled across in the 
moonlight, the U.S. 38rd Army Thursday 
night, the U.S. 9th, British 2nd and Cana- 
dian 1st Friday night. On their sector the 
Tommies even complained that the excur- 
sion was rather boring since the Jerries 
were providing no excitement from the far- 
ther side.

The reason apparently was that the 
Jerries were not there any more, except 


those whose fighting days were over, A 
week of obliteration bombing and a charac- 
teristic Montgomery artillery barrage had 
cleared the landing ground. To the south 
Genera] Patton's 3rd Army troops chugged 
across without preliminary shelling, in 
wake of the fugitives from the Saar, The 
Rhine as a barrier against invasion proved 
to be even less effective than the Oder. 

Thanks largely to a record-making 
force of paratroops landed far beyond the 
river, all bridgeheads were quickly expand- 
ed and by Monday ranged from eight to 
forty miles deep.
